Part of Activities 


Someone lias called the Salvation 
Arm y open air meetings the ‘‘con­ 
sciousness of the street corner.’’ 
They are held in Kushville every 
week, 130 of them 
having 
taken 
place here during the past year, and 
it is to supi»oi*t this sort of work 
ami other undertakings that the Sal- 
vatioh Arm y will make its 
annual 
appeal to Rush county i>eople for fi- 
naneial support next week. 


It is conservatively estimated that 
more than 25,066 p«*ople have stop- 
pe«l and listened to the exhort ions of 
Salvation Army oflmers and soldiers 
on the str«*et <*oriiers in 
Rushville 
within the year. 


But the open air meetings are only 
a small part of what the Armv lias 
been doing in Rushville, according to 
a report from the local corps. 
There have been 228 indoor meet­ 
ings held, with an attendance 
of 
9,426. One hundred and 
sixty-two 
junior meetings have been held with 
an attendance of 3,752. Nine hundre«] 
and sixteen hours have been spent 
in visitation by the officers and 3.268 
visits have been made. 


The following relief work has been 
done: 1172 garments have been ® h- 
en out to neeilv people, 161 
meals 
have been provided. 1566 poumls of 
<*oal have been provided for families, 
fifteen have been given lodging ami 
one medical assistance, 29 pairs of 
shoes provided, two giyen transpor­ 
tation. 176 families helped. 542 per­ 
sons benefitfed, 65 families, 
com­ 
posed of 335 i»ersons, given Christ­ 
mas baskets.

W inter weather prevailed 
in the 
early morning hours today, when the 
mercury hit the low mark of 26 «le- 
gre«*s above zero, ac«*erding to El- 
wood Kirkwoixl of Mauzy, in charge 
of The government station. 


The drop to 26 «legrees is the 
eol«l«»st ¡t li is fall, and the 12 degrees 
below freezing brought a thi«*k layer 
of ice ami registered a killing freeze 
ami frost, hut no damage is believed 
t<» have resulted because of the ad- 
vane«xl stage of the late crops. 


The decline during the night was 
predicted by tlie 
weather 
bureau. 
Monday night the low mark o f 28 
was established and Tuesday night 
it 
was 25 degrees, and 
then last 
night it reached 26 «legrees. Another 
frost is preilirted tonight, hut it is 
not expect«*»! that the mercury will 
go as low. and rising temperature is 
the prediction for Friday.

Women who are not certain whetli- 
e*r they will enroll are asked to a t­ 
tend tlie preliminary meeting and firnl 
out just what the course is like. The 
tentative plan for the course 
in­ 
cludes fall millinery, flower making 
ami individual problems. 
However, 
an effort will be made to a«lapt the 
content of the course to suit 
the 
wishes of the majority of the groups 
enrolling. A fter the fundamentals of 
the course have been covered, 
each 
person will he permitted to choose 
his own problem. 


The courses will he given under the 
dir«*etion of Miss Ruth Grishaw, vo­ 
cational home economies 
teacher.

Each package 
is sealed in the Statehouse,

the counting, wrapping and packing 
is being done, by a for«*e of men an«l 
women under the direction of H. L.

A section o»f the north lobby has 
been roped off and guards patrol the 
borders in compliance with the elec­ 
tion law. No one is permitted inside 
the imdosure. 
Each of the 3,419 precincts of the 
state has ordered 25 percent 
more 
than the registered number of vot­ 
ers. The law requires that each pre- 
cinct he provided with this number 
of ballots. Those with three sample 
ballots and two copies of the elec­ 
tion law, are enclosed in each pack­ 
age, which is then tied and sealed. 
The ballots are fifteen and one- 
half by twenty-three inches.

defense, a ir preparedness will come 
out at the little end of the horn.

a report from the local corps. 


There have been 228 indoor meet-

junior meetings have been held with 
an attendance of 3,752. Nine hundred 
and sixteen hours have been spent 
in visitation by the officers and 3,268 
visits have been made. 


The following relief work has been 


done: 1172 garments have been liv- 
en out to needy people, 161 meals 
have -been provided. 1500 pounds of 
coal have been provided for families, 
fifteen have been given lodging and 
one medical assistance, 29 pairs of 
shoes provided, two ghjen transpor- 
tation.

age, which is then tied 'and sealed.

Air Service Promoters Generally 


Favor New Division to Take it 


Over—Board Investigates

Washington, Or-t. 23—Behind: the 


controversy on "Aircraft versus Bat- 
tleships," which 'has caused Presi- 
dent Coolidfee to ordter a naval inves- 
tigation, there are deeper smoldering 
disputes over aid defense which in- 
volve a three-cornered conflict be- 
tween the Army and Navy and advo- 
cates of <a separate air service, a 
high official itoldrthe United Rress .to- 
day. " 


Indications that the Administra- 


tion, as a result of the successful 
round-the-world flight, looks with 
favor on a reallocation of defense 
appropriations in which more money 
will be spent on aircraft, has raised 
the questions, "Which branch of the 
service—army or navy— is to be 
entrusted with the major portion ol 
air defense!" 


A joint army-navy investigation 


board will 'be appointed after the 
present navy investigators report, 
and will be cliarged with 
meeting 


this growing issue, which has so far 
been evadled. 


Meanwhile 
Secretary 
of 
War 


Weeks 'has raised his request for the 
army lair-servict. Appropriation to 
$23,000,000 an increase of about 
$10,000,000 over the present expen- 
diture. None of the air service ap- 
propriation goes for salaries1/ the 
entire personnel being paid oqt of 
ither general army budget. Practically 
the entire increase of $10,000,000 
would be used for new equipment 
and planes ^according to Weeks.
